This would seem to be, even to 
those who merely read about it, 
perhaps an understatement. The 
names of well known peddlers of 
hate now begin to appear in the 
story. It is in the familiar pat- 
tern. The Klans today consist al- 
most entirely of a few hardcore 
terrorists, whose frustrated hate 
and brutality were loosed in de- 
stroying the bus and in snenuiing 
the passengers. ' 


It is a melancholy story, but a 
typical one. There is as yet no ex- 
planation of why even average 
police supervision could not have 
prevented this stalking of fear 
and hate, though the obvious an- 
swer seems generally accepted. 


Old Defense 


The old defense is renewed— 
that this was brought on by “‘out- 
siders.”’ Others condemn the test- 
journey as ‘‘exhibitionist’’ and 
a chip-on-the-shoulder ‘“‘dare.” 
Even if we assume this, and simi- 
lar rationalizations, to be true, 
the South still cannot fail to see 
that it should be possible for any 
orderly American citizen, who 
has paid for a ticket, to ride a 
bus unmolested anywhere that 
bus goes. Here again is a weak- 
ness of the South — an old weak- 
ness — of refusing to face up to 
the facts of life merely because 
they are unpleasant or reflect 
discredit. This is what the rest of 
America, and the world, cannot 
understand about us. 


The story is typical in yet an- 
other aspect. Various persons de- 
scribed as ‘“‘Klansmen” have said 
that it was generally known there 
would be trouble. ‘‘Klansmen’”’ 
reportedly were “‘notified’’ to be 
on hand. So were newspapers and 
television Feporters. The fact that 
adequate police were not present 
to maintain order, or did not keep 
it if enough were there, is also a 
feature of what is an old pattern. 


The point of this is that a few 
persons whose solution to their 
hate is insane violence and the 


willingness to maim or kill are | _ 


allowed to be the face the South 
shows to the nation. They are not 
the South. Yet, where the leader- 
ship is so chained by its own 
prejudices, only the vicious ele- 
ment feels free to act. 


It is hardly to be doubted that 
the student test was, in a sense, 
theatrical in concept and execu- 
tion. In that meaning it invited 
attention. But whatever the error 
of that, the fact remains that it 
did prove that an orderly, law- 
abiding, ticket-holding passenger 
cannot ride a bus through Ala- 
bama if extremists wish to pre- 
vent it. They could, and did, ride 
through other Southern States. 


** Tradition’ 


As early as 1936 Howard Odum, 
the distinguished Georgian who 
became one of the nation’s best 
known sociologists, and whose 
book “Southern Regions of the 
United States” is still a signifi- 
cant work, had something to say 
about how Southern “tradition” 
too often’ has constituted a ra- 
tionalization and a mythology. 
This, he said, had encouraged the 
South “continually to gaze with 
enamored eyes upon its own face, 
praising its warts and pimples as 
beauty marks.” 


But there seems to be no rea- 
son any longer for the real South, 
whatever it may think of the 
school decision or of the effort to 
provide equal civil rights for 


us, Our hoodlums are not beauty 
marks. They are not defending a 
tradition. 


There is one more point which 
the South, and the nation, should 
not fail to understand. The group 
of students making what they call 


a test operated under the strict- 


est principle of nonviolence, and

—for refusing to change seats, and 
put two officers on the bus for 
the remainder of the ride to the 
bus station. 


This is the same station in 
which 17 members of a racially 
mixed Congress of Racial Equal- 
ity group found themselves bot- 
tled up for more than two hours 
Monday when drivers refused to 
move the bus. The group finally 
went to the airport in cars’ and 
flew to New Orleans. 


The station is in downtown Bir- 
mingham, three blocks from the 
Trailways station where a white 
mob attacked a racially mixed 
group arriving on a bus Sunday. 


Meanwhile, a fourth man has 
been arrested in connection with 
the disturbance at the Trailways 
station last Sunday.

It is good for Atlanta that the Negro 
students have moved their activity from 
the streets to the courts. 


This shows that good faith and good 
judgment by one race will be recipro- 
cated by the other in this city, which holds 
order and justice both in high regard. 


The legal broadside which the Negroes 
filed in federal court Wednesday asks an 
end to the segregation that remains in 
public places supported by city taxes— 
courts, city auditorium, parks, tennis 
courts, pools. 


These matters are best committed to 
the orderly processes of the courts than 


‘to displays in the streets. A relief to all 


Atlantans is the sign that the “‘wade-in,” 
with the particular emotionalism attend- 
ant to it, has been set aside by the stu- 
dents in favor of orderly legal approach. 


Social change is fraught with anxie- 
ties. The students have shown a sense of 
their own responsibility for proceeding 
with their activities in the interest of 
community calm.

auditorium have seen change.come calm- 
ly. With a careful regard for the feelings 
of all, change is scheduled in the public 
schools, the lunch counters, Georgia Tech.

The great good sense of both’ races is 
required in this period to maintain the 
understanding that marks Atlanta as a 
place of peaceful means as well as prog- 
ress.

U.S.-Canadian Interests 
Are Irreparably Linked 


President Kennedy’s trip to Canada is 
not only an effort to strengthen the ties 
of an old friendship but to allay a grow- 
ing feeling of suspicion and mistrust by 
Canadians themselves. 

The relationship between the two 
countries necessarily has been close. 


_ Canada’s rapid economic development has 


come largely through investments by U.S. 
firms. One of the biggest U.S. customers, 
it has an unfavorable trade balance with 
this country which is offset by more in- 
vestments. 


Canadians have an understandable na- 
tionalistic pride and resent this heavy de- 
pendence upon the United States. Recently 
they have followed a more independent 
line, sometimes running counter to our 
own, in policies toward this hemisphere 
and elsewhere. 


The President recognizes these prob- 
lems. He knows also that our own future 
and that of Canada are _ inescapably 
linked. Points of difference must be satis- 
factorily reconciled to meet the common 
problems of North and South America. 
Good will and reciprocal understanding— 
the purpose of the President’s trip—can 
help erase the frictions and lead to action 
in the best interests of both countries.

Retaliatory power has not stopped the 
vigorous onslaught through subversion, 
infiltration, economic and ideological war- 
fare. The challenge must be met in these 
fields as well and with superior weapons 
and leadership. Khrushchev boasts he will 
win the world without a shooting war. 
He gambles that the nuclear deterrent 
will never be used. 


As the showcase of freedom, the per- 
formance of this country in every field 
constantly is under scrutiny. Our failures 
at home are propaganda losses abroad. In- 
dividually and collectively we are on trial. 

It is encouraging to reflect that despite 
the huge defense establishment, we have 
not yet become a “garrison state” about 
which President Eisenhower warned. We 
are certain the men and women in uni- 
form whom we honor this week will help 
keep it that way.

DEAR DR. BULL: Whether the Constitution is being violated in 
Prince Edward County is, of course, a new matter for the courts. ‘The 
Norfolk precedent some time ago settled the question of whether a 
state could collect taxes from all but only provide schools for sore; 
the court ruled such a practice failed to provide ee of 


the laws to those taxpayers who were deprived of 


it or- 


dered the state therefore to open schools for all of its taxpayers or 


eise close them all. 


In Prince Edward, it seems to me, the new question turns on 
whether the county’s offer of private, segregated school grants to 
Negroes was a legal alternative to maintaining a public school for 
them. The Negroes refused to take the money, claiming it enforced 
segregation, and the county refused to keep a public school open 
for them, so that leaves it to the courts once again. 


But I cannot see any connection between that subject and the 


federal aid to education bill. 


The Prince Edward action was taken without the presence of fed- 


eral aid to education. 


Doesn't this very fact prove that civil rights activity is not de- 
pendent upon, or connected with, federal aid to schools? 

Whether Congress approves federal aid or not, civil rights ac- 
tions obviously are going to continue. 

To assume federal aid will somehow lay segregated schools vul- 
nerable to civil rights action is to overlook the fact that segregated PP? ggIge of the Public 
schools are vulnerable already, without aid. 

So regardless of how one feels about civil rights, or Prince Ed- 
ward County, what is the validity of connecting those feelings with 
this bill, which contains no additional civil rights clauses? The bill 
obviously did not start the Prince Edward action, and defeat of the 


bill would not stop it. 


Surely it is important to separate these issues if they are unre- 
lated—and I cannot see how. they are related—because the education 
bill is directed at a basic need in the nation and the state, and its 
passage strikes me as being vitally important in this time when com- 
munism, emphasizing education, is in space and in Cuba.

Kennedy Shaping 


His Own Coalition 


WASHINGTON — All President Kennedy’s 
news these days is not bad. His legislative pro- 


gram is doing better than had been expected. sini 

His domestic program is making more progress than his foreign 
program. The coalition of Southern Democrats and conservative 
Republicans that was supposed to dominate the Congress has been 


powerful but not decisive. 

There are a number of reasons 
for this. First, this is not a 
radical program which has alien- 
ated the Southern Democrats; it 
is a series of retreads from the 
Eisenhower days. Second, the 
combination of a skillful politician 
in the White House driving a ma- 
jority of his own party in both 
houses has proved more effective 
than the divided government of 
the last congressional session. 

Third, the Republicans from the 
large urban areas of the North, 
released from the pressure of 
a Republican president in the 
White House, have workéd to Ken- 
nedy’s advantage. In the Senate, 
for example, these Republicans, 
numbering from eight to 13, have 
been free to vote the liberal 
tendencies of their own constitu- 
encies, 

Consequently Kennedy has been 
able to put together a coalition 
of Northern and Western Demo- 
crats with liberal Republicans 
which has enabled him to estab- 
lish not a large but a working 
majority in both houses. 

The destruction of the conserva- 
tive majority on the powerful 
Rules Committee of the House 
was, of course, his major vic- 
tory. 


Ever since then the trend of 
the voting has been increasingly 


. with the administration. 


Kennedy himself is mainly re- 
sponsible for these moderate suc- 
cesses. By going easy on civil 
rights legislation he has avoided 


an angry break with the South-@), 
erners in his own party. By re- * 


maining in close touch personally 
with his; former colleagues in the 
House and Senate, he has known 
when to *ompromise in order to 
get through at least part of his 
program, and the indications are 
that this technique will even work 
in favor of a compromise educa- 
tion bill. } 


These victories, however, have 
to be qualified. They are limited 
victories for a limited program. 
Even if the present trend con- 
tinues to the end of the session, 
the President may find himself 
in an embarrassing position. 

For the likelihood is that he will 
get through most of his program 
and find at the end that it has had 
little effect on the stubborn prob- 
lems of unemployment, depressed 
areas, urban _ redevelopment, 
economic growth, and the prob- 
lems of the under-developed na- 
tions.

WASHINGTON (#—In a hurry-up move to keep 
the Federal Housing Administration from running out 
of home loan insurance authority, the Senate Banking 
Committee Wednesday voted unanimously for a $1 bil- 
lion increase in the agency’s $37.5-billion ceiling. 


Meanwhile, the committee — 
working on President John F. 
Kennedy's $4.79-billion general 
housing bill—approved two key 
provisions he recommended: 


Brazil Gets 
338 Million 
U.S. Credit 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The Unit- 
ed States Wednesday announced 
$338 million in new credits for 
Brazil plus a_ rescheduling of 
other debts totaling $305 million. 


The Treasury announcement 
followed an earlier announcement 
by the International Monetary 
Fund that it had agreed to a new 
credit for Brazil of $160 million 
and a rescheduling of payments 
totaling $140 million. 


An announcement is expected 
next week on Brazilian credits 
from European suppliers, possibly 
totaling $150 million. 


The total aid package for Brazil 
is one of the largest ever put to- 
gether for any nation.

Leukemia a Virus? 


CDC Tests Theory 


A scientist at the Communicable Disease Center 
here is taking part in a study of eight Illinois leukemia 
victims that will test the theory that the fatal disease 


is transmitted by a virus. 


Dr. Clark Heath is one of a 
group of scientists who will meet 
at the University of Chicago 
‘Thursday to report on the new 
study of leukemia—a _ disease 
characterized by an abnormally 
high number of white blood cells 
in the blood. 


The eight victims under study 
caught the disease in Niles, Ml., 
between 1957 and 1960. Six are 
now dead. 


All the victims either went to 
the same school, had close con- 
tact with students of the school, 
or had brothers or sisters in the 
school. 


Dr. Heath, an investigator with 
the CDC epidemiology branch, 
has worked on establishing com- 
mon contacts among the eight 


. leukemia victims in Niles, a 


suburb of Chicago. 


Dr. Philip Brachman, chief of 
the CDC branch’s investigations 
section, said here Wednesday the 
Niles study has turned up no evi- 
dence that radiation or chemicals 
were responsible for the leukemia 
cases. 


Previous studies have shown 
persons exposed to excessive ra- 
diation are more likely to get 
leukemia, and many investiga-

Leukemia a Virus? 


CDC Tests Theory 


A scientist at the Communicable Disease Center 
here is taking part in a study of eight Illinois leukemia 
victims that will test the theory that the fatal disease 


is transmitted by a virus. 


Dr. Clark Heath is one of a 
group of scientists who will meet 
at the University of Chicago 
Thursday to report on the new 
study of leukemia—a _ disease 
characterized by an abnormally 
high mumber of white blood cells 
in the blood. 

The eight. victims under study 
caught the disease in Niles, Ill., 
between 1957 and 1960. Six are 
now dead. 


All the victims either went to 
the same school, had close con- 
tact with students of the school, 
or had brothers or sisters in the 
school. 

Dr. Heath, an investigator with 
the CDC epidemiology branch, 
has worked on establishing com- 
mon contacts among the eight 
leukemia victims in Niles, a 
‘suburb of Chicago. 

Dr. Philip Brachman, chief of 
the CDC branch’s investigations 
section, said here Wednesday the 
Niles study has turned up no evi- 
dence that radiation or chemicals 
were responsible for the leukemia 
cases. 


Previous studies have shown 
persons exposed to excessive ra- 
diation are more likely to get 
leukemia, and many investiga-

AMENDMENT BEATEN 


The Senate went on to vote 
down, 70 to 25, the Thurmond 
amendment which _ specifically 
would have barred the withhold- 
ing of federal funds from any 
school solely because of segrega- 
tion. 

Only six Republicans voted 
with 19 Southern Democrats in 
favor of Thurmond’s amendment, 
which Sen. Javits, R-N.Y., de- 
nounced as a “step backward” 
in the integration of public 
schools. 


The Talmadge, or Metcalfe 
amendment, will seek to do the 
same thing as Thurmond’s pro- 
posal without coming out and say- 
ing so. And liberals are certain 
to level the same criticism 
against it. 

PLAN ATTACK 

They will hurl at the more 
deftly worded Talmadge-Metcalfe 
amendment the same accusation 
they did against Thurmond’s pro- 
posal—that it is a ‘‘Powell amend- 
ment in reverse.” 


This is a reference to a peren- 
nial amendment offered by Rep. 
Adam Clayton Powell, D-NY, a 
Negro, to school and housing bills, 
prohibiting aid to segregated fa- 
cilities. 


However, many Northern lib- 
erals, who truly want an aid-to- 
education bill, are expected to go 
along with the Talmadge-Metcalfe 
proposal if the White House gives 
it solid backing. 


LIBERALS GET WIND 

The theory back of this is that 
adoption of this amendment will 
pick up perhaps five votes in the 
Senate and, more importantly, 
from 30 to 40 padly needed South- 
ern votes in the House.

The American secretary empha- 
sized that peace could only be 
guaranteed if the Canadian-In- 
dian-Polish control commission 
for Laos is empowered too inves- 
tigate truce violations without hin- 
drance.

trol commission on the complaints 
of various countries, including the 
governmental agencies of Laos. 


The way U.S. advisor Chayes 
saw it, this would be the first 
barrel in the Communist veto 
plan: 


The International Control Com- 
mission could investigate charges 
that the cease-fire had been vio- 
lated—or perhaps that the Com- 
munists were still pouring in mil- 
itary aid to Laos—only if instruct- 
ed to do so by the cochairmen of 
the conference, Britain and the 
Soviet Union. Thus if the Soviet 
Union said it did not believe there 
had been a violation, no probe 
could be made. 


The second barrel was Gromy- 
ko’s proposal that the control 
commission make its decisions by 
unanimous vote. Thet meant that 
the Soviet Union, acting through 
Communist Pc'srd vould prevent 
the commission from functioning. 


Under the present setup the con- 
trol commission generally works 
by majority vote. The Western po- 
sition centers on demands that the 
commission’s powers and duties 
should be enlarged rather than 
restricted. 


The Soviet plan would have for- 
eign troops withdraw from Laos 
30 days after the conference 
reached agreement. Plans for the 
withdrawal would be worked out 
by the three major political fac- 


tions in Laos or by a new national 
government if the Laotians could 
agree on one. 


The West feared this would also 


block an impartial determination 


of whether all foreign troops ac- 


tually were withdrawn.

Kennedy’s frequently applauded 
speech in the Gothic-arched House 
of Commons climaxed extensive 
talks covering Laos and Cuba and 
a number of other subjects Wed- 
nesday with Prime Minister John 
G. Diefenbaker. While the Presi- 
dent included an appeal for great- 
er Canadian participation in meet- 
ing the problems of Latin Amer- 
ica, he concentrated on the need 
for greater Western’ strength 
against Communist power in the 
North Atlantic area. 


He said enemy tactics, weap- 
onry and the military balance of 
power had been changing with the 
result that ‘‘We can stand still at 
our peril.”” To meet the defense 
requirements of the decade, he 
said, required a _ co-operative 
NATO effort to increase conven- 
tional weapons strength while 
nuclear weapons arrangements 
are improved. 


CROWDS CHEER 


This was another day of warm, 
friendly reception for the Presi- 
dent and his wife as they neared 
the end of their two-day cere- 
monial visit. Large midtown 
crowds cheered the Chief E . 
tive as he walked to the P 
ment buildings in the morning for 
business talks with Diefenbaker. 


The sometimes staid House 
chamber rattled with applause 
and traditional desk-pounding by 
the members when Kennedy 
walked in with Diefenbaker. Mrs. 
Kennedy, who watched from a 
visitors’ gallery, als was sere- 
naded by desk-thumping to which 
she responded with delighted 
laughter. 


The Kennedy-Diefenbaker talks 
will be summarized in a joint 
communique early Thursday be- 
fore the President flies back to 
Washington. It was stated offi- 
cially that in a private chat Tues- 
day night they talked over Ken- 
nedy’s planning forean early June 
meeting in Europe with Soviet 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev. 


Reports from Europe placed 
the meeting in Vienna on June 3, 
just after Kennedy completes his 
May 31-June 2 visit with French 
President Charles de Gaulle. The 
White House declined comment 
on specific details. 


In his speech to the Canadian 
Parliament, Kennedy also: 


1. Called on Canada to increase 
its hemispheric role by joining 
the United States and Latin 
American countries as “partners 
in inter-American affairs.” He 
said he hoped Canada would par- 
ticipate with the United States in 
a program to help the economies 
of the Latin Americas. 


2. Proposed to Canada that it 
pool with the United tates farm 
surpluses to feed the hungry peo- 
ple in impoverished areas of the 
world. 


“If we can work closely to- 
gether to make our food sur- 
pluses a blessing instead of a 
curse, no man, woman or child 
need ever go hungry again,”’ he 
said.

Titles Mean Nothing to Fiancee 
Prefers Hilltop House to Palace 


AMAAN, Jordan (#\—The next 
queen of Jordan plans to live 
in a little hilltop house instead 
of a palace and do her own 
cooking. 


“Being a queen or anything 
else in the way of titles means 
nothing to me,’” says Toni Avril 
Gardiner, the 20-year-old Eng- 
lish girl who late this month 
will marry King Hussein, ruler 
of Jordan who claims descent 
from the prophet Mohammed. 


‘*All I wish in life is to stand 
by him and be worthy of his 
faith in me,” says the petite roy- 
al fiancee. 


She is the only daughter of 
Lt. Col. and Mrs. Walter Percy 
Gardiner, a decorated war offi- 
cer who once ran the Red Lion 
Pub near Canterbury, England, 
but who now advises’ Jordan’s 
desert army on explosives and 
engineering. 


Hussein, 25, is the handsome 
Hashimite monarch who, with 
defiant courage, has guided his 
uneasy desert kingdom through 
eight years of internal crises 
and pressure from the rest of 
the Arab world. 


The suave product of Harrow 
and Sandhurst, Hussein is the 
great-grandson of Sherif Hus- 
sein of Mecca, who mounted the 
great Arab revolt of World 
War I. 


Jordan, in the Holy Land, 
named for the Biblical river 
that splits it in half, is a bleak 
country of deserts and hills ly- 
ing east of Israel in the heart 
of the Middle East. It is the 
home of the Dead Sea Scrolls 
and it is partly supported by 
American aid and visited yearly 
by thousands of American tour- 
ists.
